In the able report he presented to the United

“If only one case of bribery be clearly 
@tablished in the election of a senator I 
bold that this invalidates the election. In 
my opinion, one act of bribery makes the 
whole election void.”

TAX COMMISSION 
ASKS NEW LAWS 
OF LEGISLATURE 


: ‘Governor to Receive Final Re- 


port Tomorrow and Give It 
to Assembly on Tuesday. 


MANY REFORMS ARE URGED 


Among Them Is Abolition of the 
Present Unpopular State Board | 
of Equalization. 


WOULD REVISE THE CONSTITUTION 


On tax reform will be focused the legisla- 
tive limelight this week when the Illinois tax 
commission appointed by Gov. Deneen last 
wintér makes its final report. The governor 
expects to receive it tomorrow and transmit 
it to the legislature on Tuesday. 

Constitutional amendments will be asked, 
the creation of a permanent tax commission 
will be advised, and the draft of a bill con- 
taining urgent improvements in the present 
statutes will be submitted. A permanent 
tax commission may take the place of the 
present state board of equalization, a-body 
the destruction of which long has been 
sought by reform agencies. 

One of the most important results to be ex- 
pected is the fresh impetus certain to be given 
to the movement for a constitutional conven- 
tion. In no other way can the numerous re- 
forms now pending be put through, in the 
opinion of the commission. The report also 
will state the belief that the temper of the 
long suffering property owners of the state 
win admit of no delay in obtaining relief 
from the chaos that now prevails in matters 
of taxation. 


Remedy for Evils Suggested. 

Chicago, particularly, is interested in see- 
ing some radical al im the laws by 
which an unjust propottion of the total tax 
ation of the state is saddled on this city. 
__& Way to reforni i to be pottited ont in the 
report of the tex experts, for the conciu- 
sions of the committee the definite récom- 
mendations as to legislation will be accom- 
panied by two printed volumes containing 
a compilation of the exhaustive study of 
the problem on which the conclusions are 
based. 

One volume will contain a carefully made 
codification of the tax laws of Illinois, and 
of all the decisions of the Supreme court 
based on those laws. This will constitute 
a valuable reference work for all officials, 
boards, municipalities, and citizens inter- 
ested in taxation, and will afford a firm 
besis for future legislation. 

The other book will contain a thorough 
exposition of the revenue system of Illinois, 
with much comparative information from tax 
systems of other states. Included in the 
treatise are tabulations of statistics con- 
cerning the money raised in Illinois by state, 
county, and municipal taxation. 


New York Plan Proposed. 

One of the principal subjects of the body's 
deliberations has been the proposal of the 
Civic federation for a classification of prop- 
erty for purposes of taxation, which, it is 
seid, has been found a success in New York. 
Much attention has been devoted to the com- 
plex problem presented by the many taxing 
bodies in Cook county, and definite recom- 
mendations are made for thebsimplification 
of this problem. 

Advocates of an income tex have had their 
hearing, ea have those who favor heavier 
inherttance taxes. 

The whole system of personal property 
taxation hae been gone into thoroughly, and 
its many and glaring deficiencies exposed. 

Another weighty problem taken up by the 
commission was the proposition to seperate 
entirely the sources of state and local m- 
come, to have the state draw its revenue 
from such industries only as draw their 
profits from the state as a whole. 

The main obstacle to any reform of the 
system now in force fe found in sections 1 
and 9 of article 9 of the constitufion, which 
provide that all property must be taxed alike, 
a proposition euperficially admirable and just 
but essentially rotten in the view of all mod- 
ern students of the subject. 


Aid Given by Experts. 

The commission has been assisted in its 
work by Prof. Albert Kales of the North- 
western University law school and by Prof, 
John A. Fairlie of the department of econom- 
ics of the University of Illinois. The former 
is largely responsible for the codification of 
the taxation statutes and the Supreme court 
decisions. 

The members of the commission are: John 
P. Wilson, lawyer, Chicago, chairman; Ed- 
mund Janes James, president of the Univer- 
sity of Iilinois, secretary; Ben F. Caldwell, 
Springfield, three times a member of con- 
gress; A. P. Grout, Winchester, president of 
the Illinois Farmers’ institute; B. L. Win- 
chell, president of the Frisco railroad sys- 
tem; A. M. Craig, Galesburg, for twenty- 
seven years a justice of the Supreme court 
of Iilinois; Harrison B. Riley. president of 
the Chicago Title and Trust company.

So hasty was the consideration given on 
Wednesday to the temporary passage of an 
unpaid bill for $50,000 incurred for street car 
books for so-called detectives in 1910 that 
little comment was aroused, but the recur- 
rence of appropriation items for this purpose 
aroused interest that was brought to a cH- 
max with a disclosure of the method of ex- 
penditure of the $50,000. 


Money Spent; No Appropriation. 

This sum was spent without any appro- 
priation having been made to cover it. In 
the discussion on the subject, in which Chair- 
man O. M Foell, Ad B W. Snow, former 
chairman, and City Controller W. H Wilson 
participated, it was stated that the amount 
should have been included in the appropria- 
tion bill and charged to the police depart- 
ment if it wae to be spent. 

It also was stated that if any such sum is 
to be spent in 1911 it should be included in 
the present budget, which contains under 
the police department, an item of street car 
transportation amounting only to 61.000 

It was so unusual to discover the disburse- 
ment of any amount of money without some 


that several members of the sommittee for a 
time were unable to comprehend how the 


$50,000 had been spent. 


Transportation Books Issued. 

Street car transportation books are used in 
several departments, the employés of which 
are required to travel about the city in the 
performance of their duties. 

In this instance the books were issued and 
used and there was no appropriation against 
which to charge them. The bills piled up 
until the controller estimates that they now 
amount to about $50,000. Last year an appro- 
priation of $91,000 was made to cover the bills 
of 1908 and 10098. 

“The trouble resulted from the wording 
of the traction ordinances,’ sald Ald. Snow. 
„I inherited those bills when I became chair- 
man of the finance committee and met the 
situation squarely at once. The ordinances 
provide that policemen and firemen ‘in uni- 
form’ ride free and during the first year or 
go after their passage it was a contested 
question whether the plain clothes men could 
ride on their Stars. 


Doubts City’s Liability. 
, “Technically,” said Ald. Foell, the ex- 
penditure of money depends upon the ex- 
istence of an appropriation for that purpose; 
and in this case there is a doubt whether 
the city could be held labie for the amount. 
By inference the law might hold that the 
companies could recover from the persons 
who expended the money or benefited from Its 
expenditure. I don't see that there is much 


difference between spending money for street 
car service and for any other purpose.

Man of 101 Yéars Derides State- 
ment of Physician. 


“FAST LIFE AGES PEOPLE. 


Says Faith in Health Brought Him | 
Through War and Toil. 


„O age begins at 807 Nonsense!” 

So spoke James A. Cain, 101 years old, who 
lives in Englewood. 

He spoke in the tones of disguet and vigor 
that a young man might use. 

It was his emphatic answer to the state- 
merit made yesterday by Dr. Samuel G. 
Tracy, founder of the Health and Longevity 
club of New York, that people grow old after 
they have passed within twenty years of the 
century mark. 

Dr. Tracy also asserted that it soon will be 
possible to retard the progress of old age 
through modern science, so that the boun- 
dary line separating it from the mellow 
age will be set back a few years. He said 
thet the average American only has one 
chance in 25,000 of Mving to reach the century 
mark. 

The centenarian took exception to all the 
physician's statements when seen last night 
at the residence of his son, James A. Cain 
Jr., 6450 Parnell avenue. 

“Do you think that any one grows old 
after his eightieth birthday? he was asked.

der Some Cities. 


HOW TO AVOID PNEUMONIA 


Department Advises to Fat 
Right; Keep in Fresh Air; 
Watch Bad Colds. 


That the extra money asked by the Chi- 
cago health department fn its efforts to se- 
cure an increased appropriation for the 
coming year will be a splendid investment 
in safeguarding the health of every man, 
woman, and child in the city was declared 
by Health Commissioner W. A. Evans yes- 
terday. He spoke before the city clubeta 
Juncheon. 

Dr. Evens said in opening his address that 
the per capita expenditure of the Chicago 
health department is only 20.8 cents a year, 
as against 54.7 cents for New York, 58 cents 
for Yonkers, N. Y., and 63.6 cents for Cam- 
bridge, Mass, and that many other cities 
in the country exeeed Chicago in expendi- 
tures for public health purposes. 


Says Wages Are Too Small. 

The health commissioner, citing further 
conditions in his department, said that prices 
paid for work in the department by chemists, 
inspectors, and other employés, are less than 
in any other city department, wherefore the 
health department has become a school from 
which employés enter the better paid serv- 
ices of the city. ~ 

What we are asking is that the com- 
munity understand that it has as much right 
to proper health protection as to proper po- 
lice and fire protection. 

“The costs of neglected héaith must be 
borne by the community in the way of poor- 
houses, intane asylums, jails, tuberculosis 
institutes, visiting nurses’ associations. and 
charities. Is it not better to protect health 
and thus save much money?’ 

How to Ward Off Pneumonia. 

A summary of the pneumonia points cov- 
ered @uring the last three weeks by the 
city health department, according to its bul- 
jetin, are: 

Pat and drink tightly. Keep the body right. 

Do not neglect bad colds. 

Keep in the fresh air. 

Avoid badly ventilated places. 

Keep out of crowded places. 

Treat pneumonia a a contagious Cisease. . 

It is stated in the bulletin that there have 
heen 688 unnecessary deaths from pneu- 
monia in Chicago in the laat mont. 

“The dirty air diseases are on the increase 

Chicago, there being 102 more cases of 
1 and S0 more cases ot consumption 
than for the preceding week,” says the bul- 
letin. There also is an merease in the total 
number of contagious cases reported, ' 1,025, 
as against 788 for the preceding week. 

„The total number of deaths is higher, 
790 for the week, and with a rate of 18.6. In- 
creases in the mortelity. figures are also 
shown in tbe hs of infants under 1 year 
and among those of advanced age, 40 to 80 


years.” 
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SHOWS RBFUGE OF OLD IRISH 


Isle of Achill’s 5,000 People Cul- 
tivate Ancient Beauties. 


AFFINITIES ARE NO TROUBLE 


Priest Says Merry Widow Hata and 
_ Hoboes Are Eschewed. 


A wee bit of an isle, anchored where the 
stormy petrel sings to the everlasting chorus 
of the wild sea roars, off the Western coast 
or Ireland, was described yesterday by the 
Rev. P. J. Joyce before the Irish Fellow- 
ship club at the Hotel La Salle. 

Although nearly al} the listeners were 
Irish either by birth or descent, not a few 
never had heard of the isle, which occupies 
but a dot on the map, and is known by the 
pretty name of Achill. 

But the isle of Achill, despite poverty and 
its small size, has fostered the old Irish 
language in flawless purity and Irish legends 
and Irish characteristics as no section of the 
Emerald isle, according to Father Joyce, 
who ts pastor of dne of the churches of 
Achill 


No “Smart Set” on Achill. 

Mountains, unsleeping sentinels of the 
isle, cliffa, frowning, precipitous, breasting 
the Atlantic, stone monuments of the age of 
giants, beloved of antiquarians, stretches of 
mnoorland, undrained and treeless, occupied 
by about 5,000 people living in mud ¢abins, 
such is Achill isle, said Father Joyce. Here 
you will look in vain for a smart set.’ There 
are no millionaires, nor yet any hobos. 

“But in the simplicity of the people and 
their natural refinement—the inherited spoils 
of nineteen centuries of civilization,-in the 
purity of the women, and the faithfulness of 
the men, the aristocracy of nature surely is 
there. 

Choose Women as Helpmates. 

“Love stories and romance in real life are 
not unknown there, although men are so han- 
dicapped in their struggle for food that they 
select their partners in life with a view to 
providing themselves with a helpmate rather 
than a valentine. 

“But should a husband be not demonstra- 
tive epough in his affection to kiss his wife 
good-by every morning, she does not deem 
herself justified in seeking redress in the 
divorce courts. Neither does the appearance 
of a mountain beauty, or that stumbling 
block of domestic contentment, honored in 
this country by the name of ‘ aMinity,’ play 
such part In the life over there as to cause 
any serious uneasiness.

LONDON, Jan. 14 New York's celebra- 
tion of the advent of the new year, as de- 
seribed by special correspondents of London 
papers and in extracts from the American 
press reppblished here, aroused a good deal 
of attention, and now a further contribution 
@ppearing in today’s New Age, a3 penny 
weekly, is being widely quoted. The article 
is from the pen of an Englishman in Amer- 
ica who. signs himself Juvenal, and be- 
gine by asking if New York is the most para- 
doxical ¢ity in the world. Juvenal's reply 
in part follows: © , 

Al things considered, I think New York 
should be awarded a leather medal for in- 
consistency in questions of morals and re- 
ligion, to say nothing of material affairs. 
In a city where they turned their backs on 
Gorky. it simply is amusing to read ot the 
doings of smart society on an oecasion like 
New Year’s eve.“ 


Poor Imitation of Bohemians. 

Juvenal then continues: 

* Typical American families do not drink 
anything stronger than tea, coffee, o¢ cider, 
but the society of New York now is a poor 
imitation of the fast sets of Paris without the 
wit, chic, or brilliance of the Parisians. 

“ Society here in New York at the present 
day is not typical of anything but New York 
itself. It is too stupid to be cosmopolitan, 
real cosmopolitanism being a quality of wide 
and practical culture, but thousands of peo- 
ple here imagine that to be in the fashionable 
gwim is tantamount. to being in the intellec- 
tual switn. Perhaps they understand the 
word ‘culture’ to mean culture of the social 
microbe in the medium of potato alcohol 
and gooseberry champagne, for, after all, it 
is a question of wine.

Claude Casimir-Perier says that when Isea- 
verdens advanced him $12,000 on the neck- 
lace, although he signed a sale contract 


by Nov. 15 the sale would be complete, he 
considered. the contract merely a formula 
covering the advance on the necklace. 

It may be explained that pawnbroking in 
France is a government monopoly; between 
individuals it is Hlegal. 

Issaverdens sold the necklace to Dutrain 
on Nov. 15 for $12,700. The latter is willing 
to surrender it if he is repaid.

TORIES ARE BADLY SPLIT.

LONDON, Jan. 14—Already all signs are 

pointing to the most momentous session of 

parliament in many years. Most of the min- 
isters already are in London, and the cabinet 
councils will come soon. The newspapers 
are fighting the preliminary skirmishes, and 
the leaders of all parties will receive excel-. 
lent though menacing counsels from these 

The Liberal ministers already have got 
notice that the Laborites and Radicals will 
have no tinkering with the question of the 
reform of the house of lords, and that that 
question coli]d not be taken without the peru 
of splitting up the ranks of the coalition. 

The Laborites and Radicals are dead 
against any proposal even of a purely elec- 
tive house of peers, as calculated to increase 
the strength of that body. Their whole con- 
ception is that the house of commons should 
be the supreme arbiter of all legisiation and 
administration. 

Clause Handicap to Ministry. 

The members of the ministry are rather 
handicapped by the unfortunate preamble of 
their veto bill, setting, forth the necessity 
and intention to reform the house of lords. 
This preamble was inserted by Premier As- 
quith rather than force the resignation of 
Grey and Haldane, but if persisted in it may 
produce disastrous results. 

All sections of the coglition-are se intent 
on the common su purpose of crippling 
the lords by the veto that difficulty prob- 
abiy will surround’ the question. 

It still ie debated hotly whether the Toties 
and lords should adopt an irreconcilable at- 
titude and force on the Liberals the crea- 
tion of the new peers. The Liberals now 
have come to the conclusion that such an 
extreme step would be welcome as ending ail 
of the prestige of the lords and enabling the 
ministry, with a majority in the house of 
lords, as in the house of commons, to push | 
through home rule and the other reforms 
without a long delay of the contempiated 
veto bill. © 

Tories Are Badly Split. 

The Tories are divided on this, as on every- 
thing else. The hotheads still shriek for « 
fight to the bitter end and for forcing 
the creation of new peers, relying on the 
Imaginary unwillingness of the king to con- 
sent to such a violent measure. These hopes 
are false, as the king certainly will follow 
the advice of the ministers and the minis- 
ters will certainly create the peers without 
hesitation if forced to do so. 

For the moment the internal bitter di- 
visions of the Tories occupy more space in 
the papers than the intentions of the min- 
istry. A. J. Balfour, feeling the strong 
break among his supporters, wrote a letteg 
of explanation, but the situation is rather 
worsened. 

Balfour's letter was ingenious. It avoided 
all mention of the referendum fer teri 
reform which is the real rock of irrecon- 
cilable difference between him and the tariff 
reformers. On the other hand, its antiquated 
sophistry exposed him to the merciless criti- 
cism of the Liberals and at this moment his 
prestige is lower than at almost any moment 
of his career. 


Split on Balfour Leadership. 

The dispute over his leadership ranges the 
Tory organs in opposite camps and they are 
fighting each other with characteristic bitter- 
ness. The Daily Telegraph and Times and 
Garvin in the Observer all prociaim him as 
the only possible leader and contend that the 
pledge of a referendum must hold good. The

The dispute also spreads the two rival sec- 
tions—the free traders and the protectionists 
in the Unionist party.

The final outcome probably will be a patched 
up truce on tariff reform, the silent dropping 
of the referendum, and Balfour’s retention 
of the leadership. 

All of this will lead, I believe, to a final 
concentration of the Unionists on the home 
rule fight and will enable Balfour to satisty 
his followers with a sham fight on the house 
of lords.

Barrymore and Tempest the 


Stars of Week in New York. 
By Franklin Fyles. 


New Tork. —[ Special Correspondence,]—A reason for coupling Ethel Barrymote 
and Marie Tempest in new attention is that they are heroines here and now in revivals 
ot such dramatic literature as Pinero’s “ Trelawney of the Wells” and a new play 
made out of Thackeray’s Vanity Fair.” Ethel, natural heiress to Drew-Barrymore 
gifts of easy theatrical facility, has never had to work or worry about a culture of her 
inborn talent. She is HUthel Barrymore, a stage model of the modish belle of this time 
and place, as her Uncle John Drew is of the beaus, and the public asks no more of her. 

When “ Trelawney of the Wells” was acted at the Lyceum by the last of New 
York’s originative stock companies, until the New theater establishment, Mary’ Man- 


- bering made me think there could be no other impersoua tiom of the leading actress at 


Sadler’s Wells so sweetly candied, yet saved from clay by spicy flavor. And I reco 
lect resentment toward Pinero because he wouldn’t let Daniel Frohman change the title 
Rose Trelawney on her account. Ah, me! Mary has married and divorced James 
; Hackett, while Ethel has become a wife in the Oolt family of pistol millionaires, and 
both are mothers, Which lets me gay that the old idea of wedlock vitiating the charm 
of mimic sweethearting is no longer held by many showmen. 

After sitting between two groups of matinée girls, I can assure you that Ethel is 
doted on as a wife even more than she was as a maiden. And they love Rose Tre- 
lawney because she is Ethel Barrymore. The part of the actress at Sadler's Wells fits 
her as neatly as the prima donna did in the “ Captain Jinks” that Clyde Fitch wrote 
mnie se Have we come to a period ‘of revivals in plays? Need the dramatists feel 
panicky wis 

The fine Thackeray literature 6f “ Vanity Fair” would count up to 300,000 words, 
guess, and no actable play can hold more than 40,000; so it is impossible to draniatize 
the diffusive and discursive novel, but the story of Becky Sharp has been taken out of 
‘t many times for stage use. The version now in action here has Marie Tempest for 
the Becky and was shaped up for her by Robert Hichens, the Enuglish novelist, and 
Marie’s husband. It le a wonder to me, and I will tell you why, that the Duchess of 
Richmond’s ball at Brussels the night before Waterloo—described by Thackeray and 
celebrated in Byron’s verse as gathering of Belgium's beauty and chivalry, to be ecat-— 
tered by the bugle blasts for the morrow’s great battle "—is not made much of in this 
new play off Vanity Fair,“ For Cosmo Gordon-Lenox is a great-grandson of that 
same English Duchess of Richmond, and à possible run of deaths in the Lenox family 
might carry the dukedom to him, in which case his wife, Marie Tempest, would be a 
Duchess of Richmond; that is, if their estrangement hadn’t separated them by divorce, 
Therefore, it seems to me surprising that these theatrical .Lenoxes have omitted their 
ancestress’ historically and fictionally famous ball from their play. 


> 


In the drama of “ Becky Sharp” that Mrs. Fiske made that ball was spectacularly 
melodramatic, with Belgium beauty and chivalry dancing beautifully until the sudden 
call to arms took away its military beaus from its belles. I have said that Mre. Fiske 
was the maker of that play, because during several years she worked on a scenario, had 
it written out by various literary experts, including Richard Henry Stoddard’s son 
Lorimer, and finished finally by S. Weir Mijtchell’s son Langdon. Well, Mrs. Fiske not 
only utilized that social function for showiness but made Becky its central figure, with 
the lustful old Baron Steyne gloating over from a stairway, like a satyr over a forest 
nalad as she danced in a minuet. 

However, the present play is more respectful of Thackeray. The leering Steyne 
and the luring Becky meet in @ flower market, as in the book. Now, I wouldn’t inti- 
mate that you've forgotten your Thackeray, yet I may be politely safe to remind you 
t.at Becky, after ingratiating herself with old Mrs. Crawley as a semi-setvile tompan- 
ion, has ere this enticed the profligate Rawdon Crawley to marry her secretly, has 
found bim out as a ne'er do well dullard except as a card sharper, has acted as a 
downy and cooing stool pigeon for his game, and is greedy to transmute her personal 
charms into gold. Becky Tempest and Becky Fiske don’t differ in sordid avarice. 
Alike they leave the audience to guess how much, if any, love she has fot the unworthy 
Rawdon, and whether sympathy is due, along with the contempt, for this social adven- 
turess when her husband catches her at a surreptitious supper with Steyne. 

New Yorkers are getting “ The Deep Purple” after Chicagoans have had it four 
months; and some of us are berating its authors for showing a badger game in opera- 
tion, yet no one presumes to condemn the scene in Vanity Fair” of Steyne’s denun- 
cation of Rawdon and Becky as badgerers. This Thackeray drama is an original and 
fine production at the New theater, with Marie Tempest not starred, featured, or in 
any way big lettered. a

What was my consternation the next morn- 
ing to see a particularly nasty criticism of 
this man which bed just enough truth in it 
so that I could not contradict it absolutely.

Many people have asked me where I studied 
the character. This is rather laughable, as 


I do not belleve any actor studies “ charac- 
ter.” 


A character in the concrete is the re- 
sult of a million mental impressions, conse- 


thyself." The actor must know life and 
have @ keen insight into the finer human 
instincts as well as the complex emotions 
that come to a man of education and refine- 
ment. He must bean observer of the other 
fellow, but, above ail, he know him- 
self. The knowledge of th attributes of 
all humanity must be so embodied within 
him that the portrayal of them is uncon- 
sciously mechanical. | 

No actor fs a good actor untid he is me- 
chanical to this extent, and ne good actor 
can be wholly mechanical. 
what of a paradox, but it is nevertheless 
true. The successful actor must know to 
a nicety the gesture, the intonation, the 
facial play, the carriage, and the nervous 
tension secegsary to project the emotion 
which he wishes to convey across the foot- 
lights, but only will theee create the im- 
pression of life when they ere projected 
through personality. The fact that you have 
all this technic at your finger’s ends does 
not detract from the necessity of inspira- 
tion. Technic is extermal; inspiration is 
the soul. 

We hear a lot of the long arm of coinci- 
dence in connection with plays, and the critic 
is sometimes skeptical as to the reaching 
power of the seme, but unexplainable things 
are always most interesting, whether they 
be the detalls of an art which we feel but 
cannot express or whether they be peculiar 
coincidences or psychological phenomena.

This was again exemplified a few days ago 
on the occasion of a recital by a visiting pian- 
ist. This artist, who, according to e local 
paper, had been trained in Germany, prob- 
ably hed deen trained there within the last 
few years, as she married a well known 
artist Hving in Berlin. It may be too far 
back for her to remember, but she used 20 
be trained in America. As Mr. Joseph Hoff- 
man recently said in the Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal, our own musicians are ‘obsessed’ by 
the ‘superstition’ that all great things in 
music are from Abroad and they must go 
abroad to study; and, secondly, they mugt 
appear in concert as having learned every- 
thing abroad. 


“ This particular lady studied with me three 


years in Boston, if I remember aright, and 
this was about twenty-five years ago. She 
can be pardoned for forgetting it, but at 
that time I brought her out in concert with 
much success, her debut piece being the E 
minor Concerto of Chopin. She got some fine 
notices at that time from the Boston press 
as my pupil. Later she studied two years or 
more with me in Chicago, ff 1. remember 
aright. I engaged her as one of my assistant 
teachers at the time when I was at the 
head of the plano department in a large con- 
servatory of music tn, Chicago, previous to 
inaugurating the Sherwood Music school. 
This was also probably too long ago to count. 
but during this time, or reaily at the same 
time, the lady made a concert tour with Max 
Bendix. Her manager made some errors in 
his statement, when he said that a certain 
lady pianist had studied several years with 
a great teacher abroad, where she practical- 
ly got her muéical education. 

“T have talked recently with two of our 


leading plano teachers in Chicago who have 
told me exactly the same kind of story about 
their experience with some of their pupils. 
In this particular case the lady studied for a 
while with another well known Chicago pian- 
fet, and with a famous New York teacher, and 
they are certainly interested with myself in 
regard to the lady’s antecedents I can cite 
plenty of similar instances. 

In every case these pupils had largely re- 
duced rates and other concessions more or 
less on the part of the teacher, so that the 
work may be sald to have been in almost 
every case a matter of musical pride and in- 
terest in the student's. career instead of a 
money making matter. Were it only a 
personal matter and some personal grievance 
of my own such things might perhaps bet- 
ter be ignored, but there is such a tendency 
that way so widespread and so unjust to our 
national pride in music and our own stand- 
ing as artists and such an absolute lack of 
any real benefit’ to the student in ignoring the 
whole hearted spirit of the teacher and the 
value of bis work in such cases and the 
American standards of music teaching in- 
volve@ that I. again call attention to this 
injustice te the American teacher.“

Dam of Two 3 Year Old Trotters with 
Marks Better than 2:10.

Not long ago in calling attention to the 
remarkable work asa producer of speed of the 
Onward mare Orianna, 2:10%, the fact was 
mentioned that she some years ago produced 
a toal by Hinder Wilkes that had been lost 
track of. 

The mare 1 had reference to was Saracin- 
esca, 2:22. which took her record in 1898. She 
was foaled the property of the well known 
breeder K. W. Ayres, Duckers, Ky., and it 
appears that Mr. Duckers bred a sister to 
Saracinesca, foaled in 1807 and registered as 
Leone S., and now owned by H. D. Chamber- 
jain of Belvidere, III. 

Orianna, dam of Leone S., is the only mare 
that is the dam of two 3 year old trotters 
With records better than 2:10, her pair being 
Cgarevna. 2:7 and Grace, 2:08, both records 
madein the Kentucky Futurity. Also Orianna 
is the dam of Barnetta, 2:15, and Saracinesca, 
as noted above, while in 1910 another of her 
produce, a 2 year old, was marked in 2:21. 
making the entire showing of the Onward 
mare one of the best In the books. 


Speaks Well of Leone 8. 

From what Mr. Chamberlain writes about 
Leone S., she is likely to become prominent 
ns a broodmare. Bred to Early Reaper she 
produced the trotter Ned Marly, 2:20%4, Then 
she was mated with Mortis M., and twoof her 
foals by that horse have taken standard

One of them, a chestnut gelding, was not 
worked for speed, and at Belvidere there are 
a 2 year old and a 3 year old being trained, 
Mr. Chamberlain bought the mare in 1000 
after her half sister Czarevna had performed 
brilliantiy, and sent her to Kentucky to be 


bred to Peter the Great, which sired Czar- 


evne and Grace. Leone 8. had no foal last 
Spring, but now is in foal to Peter the Great. 
Mr. Chamberlain figures to have the future | 
produce of Leone 8. bred as nearly like Czar- 
evna and (irace as possible. 

From whet the produce of Orlanna by other 
Staliiong than Peter the Great accomplished 
in the trotting line, and considering what her 
caughter, Leone S., is doing as a speed pro- 
ducer, it is evident that by no means all the 
credit for Orianna being a great broodmare 
should go to beter the Great, although her 
foais sired by him are much faster than 
any of the rest of the mare’s famlly. 


Orianna Is Well Bred. 

Orianna herself is excellently bred, being 
by Onward, one of the best sons of George 
Wilkes, and out of a mare by Harold. one 
of the leading sires of his day, and that got a 
champion trotter in Maud 8.

The club bid by north was entirely sound. 
There was little danger that the opponents 
would fail to go two no-trumpa if either of 
them held the ace of clubs.

There also was a chance that if south could 
win a trick early in the deal north and south 
might be able to make five tricks in clubs 
in addition, which would defeat a bid of 
two at no-trumps but not of one.

N making any statement to the effect 
that there are too many lawyers in the 
census area of the United States deans 
ef the best types of law schools all over 
the country are ready with the question: 

“What kind of lawyers do you mean? 

Henry M. Bates, dean of the lew college 
at the University of Michigan, denies em- 
phatically that there are enough capable, 
earnest lawyers properly distributed over 
the country. He says that he receives al- 
most every day a request from some section 
ef the country where services of a capable 
all around lawyer not only will be appre- 
giated but where the practitioner may count 
upon making his wey to a competence. 

Dean Bates says that the crowding of the 
profeasion is due to the half baked charie- 
tan who may have even less knowledge of 
law than he has of conscientious acruples. 
One may hear virtually the same complaint 
from the heads of law schools everywhere. It 
ie in recent years only that standards have 
been set up in the law schools exacting en- 
trance qualifications of the would-De stu- 
dent of law. And these are not always ad- 
dered to. 

Just as the young doctor thirty years ago 
got most of his training in medicine from 
hitching up and driving the old doctor’s horse 
to the bedside of a patient, so the older school 
of lawyers of sent day got their Basic 
knowledge of the profession by sweeping 
out their employer's office and dusting his 
books. 

* * 


Was of the Old Lawyer. 


But in those od days the old lawyer was 
@ general practice man. He lived close to 
the hard, common sense line of the people. 
He “talked turkey, when his client had 
the best of a case in court. When his client 
hed the worst of it he fell back upon his 
ératory to sway a jury. He had not the 
long category of precedent which has been 
piling up for generations. The court before 
which he argued was intolerant of technieali- 
ties. g 

Times have changed with the lawyer at the 
bar as they have changed with the surgeon 
in the school clinic. Leeches and calomel 
virtually have passed from the old “ saddle 
bags” of the doctor. In the same measure 
oratory as the last stand of the attorney has 
given way to the science of dourt procedure. 
to the consideration of the technicality of 
law and the mass of court precedents which 
has piled up interminably as affecting almost 
every case at bar. 

Last year in the United States 108 law 
schools of more or less standing and char- 
“acter enrolied 18,060 students. But it hes 
been discovered that of all the professions, 
that of law is more likely to lose its con- 
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stituents at any stage of development than 
pal 8 other one profession.

Whatever of 
business acumen the young man of today 
discovers within himself in the course of 
study er practice ot law, his knowledge of 
law and equity may serve him doubly well 
ae asset. He is the better beok- 
keeper from hie knowledge of lav, er he is 
the better president of a million dollar cor- 
poration by reasem of his familiarity with 
court precticn. One may wonder why «a 


docter or a preacher 
dropped out af his. pro- 
fessional ranks. The 
lawyer anywhere is im- 
mune from question, 

In the United States 
census, however, the 
lawyer Who te Heted es 
a “lawyer” is the per- 
son, male or female, who 
gives, as his chief 
souree of income, bis 
practice at the bar. On 
this basie the census of 
1900 gave a total of 114,- 

385 lawyers to the cen- 

sus area, which num- 

bered 76,308,387 people, 

an average of 666 per- 5 
sons to each practicing attorney. 

Were it possible to weed out the technically 
unfit men of these 114,009-odd lawyers 
shown by the 1900 census, the extent to which 
the totals would be cut down cannot be esti- 
mated. Specializing in law practice has 
grown tremendously fm the last fifteen years. 
Just as business methods may have been 
encroaching upon the prohibitions of the 
statutes, just to that extent it has been 
necessary to have the specialist attorney for 
court prosecutions and defense. 

“Can we put It over? asks the business 
man, and only his attorney may answer the 
question to his satisfaction. And if the at- 
tempet to “put over be challenged, the 
attorney is needed to carry the litigation 
through. Once upon a time the business 
man needed his attorney largely as a col- 
lection agent through the courts. Today the 


modern business hardly may be opened with- 


out legal advice. In the profession of meet 
cine the universal knowledge of antiseptics 
and of modern compulsory sanitation have 
cut into the practice of the physician. On 
the other hand, litigation grows with the 
congestion of population. In the larger cities 
the common complaint is that court dockets 
are crowded until the increasing judiciary 
cannot see over the tops of them. 

At the best, an attorney at. law finds his pro- 
fession regarded lightly. Not even the 
mother-in-law of the old school of joke 
writers has suffered more than has the law- 
yer. When the law school itself turns upon 
the student griet of the law schools at large. 
the charge smacks of seriousness. 


“Shore Cut General Demand. 


What is the matter with the average appit- 
cant for matriculation in the university law 
schoo] and in other law schools of the better 
class? 

He is expecting and demanding a short 
out to his degree. One university criticises 
half a dozen others which have tet the stand- 
ard of entrance examination too low. 48 6 
minimum an education equivalent to a ful! 
high school course is exacted. But does the 
applicant have this qualification’ 

Everywhere in the larger cities the com. 
plaint is that the youngster seeking the short 
cut may enter into an agreement for night 
school “ coachinge”’ sufficient to allow his 
passing the entrance examination. The law 
school has exacted that In matriculating he 
shall have his high school training. As a 
matter of fact, the young man is studying 
nights to make good in English, while at the 
same time attending law school in daylight. 
His equipment which was to be exacted 
before he began law is brought up while he is 
studying law. His law lectures would have 
been enough. In addition he is trying to at- 
tain at the same time his English education. 

“ Two-thirds of the young men who enter 
here for examinations want things made 


easy for them,” said a representative of the . 


Northwestern University College of Law. 
At the same time we are asked to supply 
four times as many good lawyers at living 
salary as we are Willing to vouch.for. And 
I believe this will hold true of most of the 
university law schools of the country.“

If he 
does not respond instantly it is assumed that 
his nerves and muscles are not accurately co- 
ordinated; if he puts on his speed instead of 
the brakes it is assumed that he is not men- 
tally adapted to his trade. In the same way 
the rapidity with which stenographers re- 
epond to verbal suggestions is accurately 
measured to determine their fitness and see 
{hat they are not misplaced.

edvantage. Certainly the radium manufac- 
turers are not using all the pitohblende avall- 
able at the present time. It is expensive 
enough getting a pound of radium out ofa 
mountain of pitchblende now, without im- 
porting the raw material from Australia, 
but, ‘nevertheless, the fact that generous 
pitchblende deposits do exist at Olary, in 
South Australia, is of interest to the min- 
eralogist, and should some day be available 
to the manufacturer. ‘ 

Prof. Douglas Mawson, an Australian 

scientist who accompanied Shackleton on his 
polar dash, made the discovery at Olary, 257 
miles north of Adelaide, in the form of a sur- 
face film fourd in the cracks of the rocks.

Study of ditions of the upper atmos- 
the Air phere, and such matters as 
atmospheric tides and top 

Currents. currents, completel¥ encir- 
eng the earth were of seemingly lHttle in- 
terest. Since men have flown, and especially 
since men have flown and fallen, we have 
heard a great deal in a vague way of air 
eurrents. Recently Lawrence Hodges, in a 
paper before an English scientific body, gave 
dome unique facts about air tides which are 
not generally known. 

The moon, we know. causes the marine 
tides by its attraction. It draws the water 
on the surface of the earth towards it ina 
hump on the side that is exposed to the lunar 
influence, and draws the earth itself away 
from the water on the opposite side, leaving 
a corresponding hump of water. The air, it 
seems, is affected in the same way. The 
layer of atmosphere about the earth rises, 
falls, and flows more freely than water, be- 
cause it ie lighter, so the tide comes more 
quickly in the air at a given spot than the 
marine tide. 

This rise and fall. however, means suet as 
much to the navigator of the air ag the tide 
in the sea does to the sailor, and has to be 
accounted for. The most remarkable cur- 


vent, however, is one constant stream in the 


atmosphere running from west to east com- 
pletely around the earth in the upper atmos- 
phere. This wae first brought to public at- 
tention when the volcano Krakatao blew a 
cubic mile of matter into the upper atmos- 
“phere in the 808. The lighter particles were 
geen to make a complete circuit of the earth 
seven times in this circumglobular current 
before they finally disappeared.

“After looking over this part of town 
carefully, I learned that there are 35.000 
people living within a small radius of this 
corner, mostly of the clage that toil during 
the day, They own their homes or are paying 
for them, They are fully six miles from the 
heart of the city.

Mr. Gritman who. with Wiliam B. Sulli- 
van, ‘6 a publisher og the Chicago Law Di- 
rectory and keeps sharp tab on the move- 
ments of Chicago attorneys, year after year. 
estimates that about 1,000 lawyers with li- 
censes to practice in Chicago maintain their 
offices outside the loop district. 

Within the loop, however, he has marked 
the disposition of attorneys to group in larger 
numbers in office suites. In one suite of 
offices may be twelve desks of practicing 
attorneys. Especially is this true in the Ash- 
land block, the Portland block, and the Title 
and Trust building, which so largely are de- 
voted to Chicago law offices. In these build- 
ings large law libraries are maintained for 
the convenience of tenants. Before the sky- 
scraper in Chicago, Clark street for several 
blocks between Madison and Lake ‘streets, 
was filled with lew offices, and to reach them 
the litigant had to climb the stairs to fourth 
and fifth floors. Today the “ lawyers’ build- 
ings ”’ one rigs, a are in sharp contrast. Rents 
have kept pace with the conveniences of 
these buildings, a fact which has prompted 
the numerous desks in the single suite of 
rooms. 

In these years, too, the practice of law has 
been, evolving toward specialty practice. 
There is the corporation lawyer, evolved 
from the promoter lawyer of a dozen 
years ago. There is the commercial lawyer, 
the patent lawyer, the criminal lawyer, and 
the medico-legal practitioner, to say noth- 
ing of the lawyers making a specialty of 
real estate business.

The real estate lawyer, for the most part. 
exists in the outside zones of the city: They 
are open to the “ neighborhood” genera! 
practice, and, according to an attorney who 
holds office quarters in the Ashland block 
downtown, this real estate and general prac- 
tice is not to be sneezed at. His story, which 
follows, was written without knowledge of 
its application to this series of articles: 

Imagine what consternation would pre- 
vafi and how many lives would be endangered 
if all the physiciane of a city like Chicago 
maintained offices only in the downtown dis- 
trict! I am convinced that those who toil 
during the day often are confronted by situa- 
tions that endanger their property and some- 
times their persons and that they find it 
equally as convenient and imperative to con- 
sult a lawyer who maintains evening omce 
hours near their homes as they do to con- 
sult their family physician. 

“ This idea was emphasized to me one even- 
ing. I was standing in a drug store in irving 
Park waiting for a car when a man rushed 
in and asked for the name and address of the 
nearest lawyer. The druggist introduced him 
to me. The mans home was in danger of 
being taken away from him. He had been 

apprised of the danger some time before, but 
did not consult with a lawyer because be 
felt it necessary to put in full time in order 
to supply his family with necessities. When 
the final notice came he was frantic. ine 
matter would be up in court the next day. 
He nen as glad to meet me as if it were 


ple own or are paying for their homes rather 
than to live in a community where all the 
people live in flats or apartments, where race 
suicide is the vogue, where thére are a large 
number of divorce cases with small fees, and 
where cne-half ee are trying to sell 
fake securities to the other half. I would 
rather earn a dollar from an honest man 
who will come back to me when he wants a 
lawyer than to earn ten dollars from a man 
who will flee town as goon as I get him out 
of jail.” . 

It ig admitted that many young lawyers 
are enticed into the profession because of the 
stories of big fees. A big fee” paid toa 
„big lawyer is almost always far in excess 
of a big fee paid to the big surgeon. But 
there ic a difference. 


* * 
Surgeons Work Quickly Done. 

When the big surgeon, operating on a 
wealthy patient, gets $1,000 for sixty min- 
utes’ work, it is at the rate of $8,000 for an 
eight hofr day. It may be forty days and 
nights before the surgeon gets another case 
at $1,000. But whatever the fee, the surgeon 
virtually is done with the case after the 
sixty minutes. The hospital nurses the pa- 
tient back to health. 

On the other hand when a lawyer has 
earned a fee of $1,000 he may have spent a 
good part of eight days in preparation for 
winning the legal fight. For example, a 
fairly high price for a divorce in Chicago 
includes for attorney’s fee. When it 
comes to a 
quite willing to work a month or more at it.

True Facts About Case 
Attorney Zeisler undertood the case, in- 
volving about $1,250,000 of eoal land leases 
which hed been threatened. He was to re- 
ceive $100 a day for his work on the case 
in Chigago and $150 a day and expenses 
while in Pennsylvanla. ‘The time spent in 
traveling and the time in which Mr. Zeisler 
sat listening to the other side of the argu- 
ments were burdensome. He spent a month 
in Chicago preparing the case and inditing 
his 110,000 word argument. His fees in the 
case were between $10,000 and $12,000. 1 


One of the most exploited of cases involving 
an attorney's fee in recent years was brought 
out in the case of John Harlan's 
position as friend of the court in the rer 
organization of the etreet railway situation 
in Chicago.

for a sharp trimming of a bill for fees in the 
estate of Charles T. Yerkes as administered 
in the Cook County Probate court. 

Knight had represented the 8 
and its administrator, Owsley in federal and 
state courts for about three years. It was 
understood that Knight's bill was for $250,000 
and that it had been O. K. d by a master in 
ehancery. In the Probate court, however, 
Judge Cutting went over the head of the 
master in chancery and cut Knight's $250,000 
claim to 805.000 Cash.

Simple Design for Toy Carrier. 
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OST boys who are interested in mak- 

ing things prefer to work at some- 

thing that will go. The cash carrier 

I am going to tell about this week is 

a good example of the simple toy, 
easily made, that will do some special thing 
when it is made, and at the same time be of 
some value to thé maker. 

Below the triangular wheel arrangement 
the car hangs, which we will describe later. 

The upper wires are stretched tightly be- 
tween the ends of the line. The lower one is 
left loose, but tied at each end just the sam&® 
To run the car on the wire pull the loose 
part of the string through to the back of 
the car until the lower string is tight; then 
as you tighten up below pulling down with 
the string taut, as in the drawing, Fig. 1. 
the car will shoot away to the other end of 
the line, its speed depending on the strength 
of the pull. 

Now for the making. The wheels can be 
mace first. These are cut from thin wood, 
trued up with a sharp knife, and which, have 
a groove around their rime, filed in with a 
three cornered file. 

Make these wheels carefully, as on them 
depends largely the success of the line, A 
quarter inch hole is bored through the cenier 
of each wheel and a wooden axle an inch 
long driven tightly into place. Next make 
the side frames, these of thin wood also and 
the pleces notched together as shown. Tae 
side sticks (D) should be in the center uf the 
sticks (A), fastened securely. 

Into the ends of the wooden axles (a) drive 
small nails or needles (n) and fix these axle 
needles through holes bored near the ends of 
the side strips (A), so that the needles cap 
pivot in them. Be sure to get these holes 
opposite and the wheels in ine. 

Two of the wheels go near the ends of the 
pieces (A) and the third goes between the up- 
right (D) with its top edge a little lower 
than the bottom edge of the upper wheels. 

To the bottom of the upright pieces (D) nail 
a circle of half inch wood. This circle is cut 
to fit loosely into the top of an ordinary bak- 
ing powder can. 

At equal distances around this wooden 
circle cut three notches half an inch wide, 
about a quarter of an inch deep, and square 
at the bottom. 

Cut out the top of the can so that there are 
three strips half an inch long left stickirg 
out of the top at distances equal to the 
notches on the wooden circle.

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Bend the tops of these strips, which should 
be a little less than half an inch wide, at 
right angles, pointing in toward the middle 
of the can, the bent part being about a quar- 
ter of an inch long. The can will then loox 
as in the second drawing at C, the bent 
strips shown at L. 

Nail tie wooden circle to the bottom of 
the side strips (D) and then you can slip the 
can up over the circle, the strips (L) slipping 
through the notches in the wooden piece. As 
soon as they are above it a short turn of tire 
can to right or left will bring the strips above 
the wood of the article, so that if you release 
ine can ngen be held in its place.

Mr. Landis has explained for the benefit 
of the members who are not supposed to and 
do not know the elements which make up 
cost of insurance; how mortality governs the 
cost and how tables of mortality, babence 
sheets with death, that cover millions ot 
members and many years of experience, are 
prepared, what they represent, and why they 
are inexorable. 

“It has been shown that the death rate 
increases with the advance in age, said : 
Landis. An increased death rate, of course, 
means a larger number of deaths out of a 
given number exposed to death;.a larger 
number of deaths m a greater number 
of claims; a greater amount of claims means 
a higher cost of life insurance protection. 
For the present argument (omitting any 
sideration of the effect of accumulation), 
method of ascertaining cost is similar to that 
for obtaining death rate;-or probability of 
dying—namely: divide the amount of claims 
by the insurance protection at risk. 


Costs Obtained from Table. 

“From the experience of any society the 
amount of insurance exposed to risk can be 
obtained, and also the amount of cIhims can 
be ascertained, in a like manner to that ex- 
piained for d ination of members ex- 
posed to death, and the number dying. Sim- 
ple division will obtain the yearly cost over 
$1,000 of protection at the various ages from 
year to year. 

“From à recognized standard mortality 
table (the national fraternal congress), the 
following yearly costs per $1,000 of protec- 
tion have been taken for ages 20, 21. 22, 23%, 
24, 25, 30, and for each quinquennial age to 
9 and annually to 99:

N any large city in this country, in the 
same block, possibly in the same build- 
ing, can be found in use today the first 
type of pen and the latest.

man for writing purposes. The Chinese 
laundryman of today marks his tickets and

f steel pen. 

Between the two in the long history of 

© pen came the reed, then the quill. Steel 
pens are almost in untversal use now and 
are made by the ton and in increasing vol- 
ume every year. 

Confucius used a hair brush for a pen, and 
his ancestors for thousands of years before 
his time. The reed came into use for writing 
in the marshy countries of the orient. It 
was hollow, and, cut d short lengths with 
sharpened ends, it was some improvement on 
the hair pen.

For the Auto Machinist. 


The machinist who is famillar with auto- 
bile engines knows that the time to get 
after engine troubles is before that olick- 
ing which indicates trouble hag developed 
into a genuine knock. The mechanician also 
knows the difficulty of. finding the exact lo- 
= of the trouble in this undeveloped 
stake. A simple device can be made, which 
will looeté the click accurately, out of a 
plece of metal tubing a few feet long and a 
sounding box like a telephone receiver. The 
tube is attached to the receiver, the latter 
is placed to the ear, and the opposite end of 
the tube to the suspected part of the en- 
gine, The faint click will sound like the 
pounding of a hammer when the tube ap- 
proaches the part affected, and by shifting 
it about there will be no difficulty in finding 
the exact source of the disturbance.

To Clean Machine Belts. 

Machine belts sometimes become so sat- 
urated with of) that they will not stay 
on the mechines. Of all méthods this is 
probably the simplest for cleansing the 
leather of oll and restoring its efficiency. Coll 
the belt in a tub of sufficient size so there 
ig some space between the coils, then cover 
with whiting. The whiting should come in 
contact with the leather at every point 
on its surface. and if properly covered in 
this fashion the belt will soon be in good 
condition, for the whiting will absorb all 
the oll and restore the texture of the sur- 
face. Before being put back to use it should 
be wiped clean.

Exer a Fascmatin

When we look at the beautiful hand made 
Tugs, portieres and hangings displayed in the 


Be | Shops, how we long for the looms of our 


Standmother’s ¢ays! If we only had oid 

colonial looms stored away in our attics 

or could afford new Swedish ones what mar- 

velous tapestries and rugs we could design 
weave! 

Of course, all the rugs of pioneer days were 


not works of art or beautiful, as too often 


meager supply of rags wes dull and 
somber in tone or lacked harmony of color 
when combinec, but out of those early ef- 
forts grew a sufficient number of wonderfully 
distinctive, perfect rugs to warrant the con- 
tinuation of the craft and its widespread 
revival today, resulting in rugs that are en- 
tirely satisfactory for their use and when 
We say that we can say no more, for we mean 
that they embody t primal principles of 
true art. 

It is these rugs that are worth while that 
We need in our bomes. And in this day of 
artistic endeavor there is always some one 
to come forward to perfect what was best in 
the rugmaking of pioneer days. It was Mrs. 
Helen Albee who saw the possibilities in the 
old farm hocked rug of colonia! times. 
These rugs are now called Abnäkee ” rugs 
and are made by pulling strips of twilled 
flaxnel by means of a hook through burlap 
stretched on a frame similar to a quliting 
frame. The old “looped” or “ hooked ”’ 
rugs were “ utility’ rugs pure and simple. 
and were but the means of covering bare 
floors with worn out sacking and clothing. 
And it was Mrs. Albee, who by experiment- 
ing with materials, dyes and primitive geo- 
metric designs lifted them out of common- 
placeness to an unusually attractive type, so 
much so that “they have almost the color 
effect of jewels in a room that is furnished in

Fluf Rug Work of Art. 

Another utility rug which sprang from a 
dense of economy is the monochrome 
rug, woven from strips of worn out and cast 
off ingrain carpets. This rug with its hard. 
harsh character and nearly always if not 
Gispleasing coloring at least not attractive 
enough to excite comment has happily been 
the means of introducing the fluff rug. 
And like Mrs. Albee's rugs the use of warm 
toned dyes, suitable designs and new mate- 
rials has transformed a crude work into an 


art. 

“Fluff” rugs are made on simple pine 
looms, either square or rectangular to suit the 
measuements of the rug. If the rug is to be 
two yards wide and three yards long the 
loom should be eighteen inches by eighteen 
inches because the rug is made in blocks and 
sewed together in such a way that the rug is 
@like on both sides. 

The four strips of pine wood that form the 

should be eighteen inches long three- 
fourth inch thick and two inches wide, and 
the upper and lower strips should be laid on 
top of the two side strips and nailed secure- 
ly at the corners. Brads to string the Warp .

Ready for the W ee 


You are now ready td. weave! But as with 
all things that are worth while suitable ma- 
terial. motive, time, and patience must fig- 
ure largely for success. 

This rug is best developed when made of the 
cheapest factory,“ a most inexpensive cot- 
ton cloth, coarse and loosely woven. It takes 
the dye easily and effectively. Of course. in 
a rug of this kind vegetable dyes are to be 
preferred on account of their soft and lasting 
colors, Any number of good recipes can be 
found in books in the lfbraries. Dyeing is 
always one of the most fascinating and dar- 
ing features of rugmaking and besides it is 
the most difficult, for no matter how beauti- 
ful the making. it is after all the colors 
that make the rug, and no device can cover 
up incongruous cojers. It is essential, there- 
fore, that you dye and dry sample pieces of 
your material to test the dye bath before you 
dip the whole amount. Although the cloth 
must be stirred or shifted in the cre it is not 
at all desirable that the material be gyed 
evenly, as varying tone shades enrich the 
coloring. 

When the dyeing is over cut the cloth into 
bias not straight strips one inch wide, and 
rough them by pulling them gently through 

the hands. The strips require no sewing. 


“Lhey are drawn through the weaving needie 


and woven in and out under and over the 
threads of the loom darning fashion. Push 
up each row of weaving at a time, being 
careful that the rug never draws in at the 
sides of the loom. it is a good idea to have 
a wire fastened right over the last string at 
either side of the loom to keep the rug per- 
fectly straight acting as the temples in 
the carpet looms. 


* aK 
Stripe Ornamentation Easier. 

While this sort ofirug lends itself better 
to the solid color center with broad stripes 
at either end or encircling border, it is un- 
usually striking when worked up in simple, 
geometric designs if one is skiliful and in- 
genious in weaving. But for the beginner the 
Stripe ornamentation is easier and effective. 
As the end or encircling border must be made 
in blocks, too, and joined. one must be careful 
about measurements. If everything is accu- 
rately done it will be itmposgible to detect 
where or how the rug has been put to- 
gether. 

One of the most artistic of these rugs I 
have seen was a beautiful wood brown with 
a soft, velvety olive green border, separated 


from the brown on either side by & warm, 


shaded buff. 

This rug like other rugs that are worth 
making was not created in a day, but: was 
fascinating * pickup work for weeks. The 
joy in the planning. designing, color effecis, 
and the pleasure in watching the rug grow 
Into a thing of beauty are rewards sufficient 
for one who understands and loves the time 
honored craft of rugmaking.

Emergency Cabinet Great Aid 


To Mother in 


Time of Need. 


BY. DR. MARGARET S. MeNIFF. 


Upon every mother—the poorest, most ig- 
norant and unthinking as well as the one who 
is blessed with wisdom and wealth—is laid 
@ certain responsibility that cannot be shifted 
to any one else. Whether or not she reai- 
izes this fact makes little difference. It 
is there and remains there just the same. 
She may be the kind of a woman who knows 
how to meet the various emergencies of every 
day existence, she may have the clear brain 
and the quick ready fingers, or she may he 
the poor weak woman who, when most need- 
ed, can only stand and wring her hands and 
wipe away the tears, No matter which kind 
of a woman she really is, to the child she 
must be the one wonderful being to whom, 
in time of trouble or sorrow, he reaches out 
his tiny arms for he!p and comfort. 

A little education in the right direction will 
transform the helpless mother into another 
and wiser person. Every mother should, in 
@ way, be phyeician and nurse. She must 
be equal to all minor ills and accidents. If 
she ‘is not, ft is only because she has not had 
the time or opportunity or. inclination to 
learn. 

Every. family should count among its home 
furnishings a little emergency cabinet. This 
may be an elaborate affair built in the bath- 
room or it may be just a tin breadbox with 
a light cover and handtes by ‘which it may 
be carried about conveniently from one room 
to another. Sach a box may be purchased 
for 25 or 50 cents, according to size. In It 
should. be kept togethef for immediate use 
everything that is likely to be needed in an 
emergency, when there is no time to be spen* 
sending to the corner drug store, or running 
here and there trying to dig out forgotten 
bottles and ointments. When Johnny upsets 
the hot coffee on his hand or Mary experi- 
ments disastrously with the sharp edge of the 
bread knife, or Willie falls from the rear ena 
of the ice wagon, the Httle cabinet will have 
its work to do and its value as a ready and 
waiting physician will be demonstrated. 

The cabinet can hold cold and croup reme- 
dies as well as bandages and lotions for ac- 
cidents. When the baby awakens in the mid- 
dle of the night barking with croup—and the 
doctor five miles away—it is valuable to 
know what to do and how to do it. At times 
like that it ts well for a mother to keep her 
wits about her, to make the quickest possible 
use of the materials at hand, postponing he: 
tears until a more convenient moment. 

The helpless mother will be greatly sur- 
prised to find how many times cool, clear 
thoughts and steady touch will win the day. 
Much depends upon what is done before the 
arrival of the physician. Possibly by the 
time he arrives he is not needed. With th« 
right kind of a mother, thatis often the case. 
He will have only praise for the one who 
has endeavored to prepare the way for his 
services. 

To return to the emergency cabinet: It 
should include ready for use, a two oun-e 
bottle ef arnica, a two ounce bottle of witen 
hazel, a two ounce bottle of alcohol, @ two 
ounce box of powdered boracic acid, one 
— of iodoform gauze, one package of ad- 
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hesive strip one inch wide, one roll of abeor>- 
ent cotton, a smal? package of wooden splints. 
one paper of small sized safety pins, several 
rolls of bandages. The bandages may be pur- 
chased already prepared. ‘Their cost is tri- 
fins. But if economy is necessary bandages 
may Be made from old soft sheeting, torn into 
strips of the proper width. 

In addition to the above have severa! old 
soft towels, nicely laundered and carefull; 
rolled in tissue paper. A pair of scissors will 
be convenient and if possible a peir shoulda 
always be in the cabinet. 

On the arnica bottle write: For bruises 
and sprains.” On the witch’ hasel:. For 
hemorrhage.” On the alcohol “ For cleans- 
ing.“ and on the béracic acid. General anti- 
septic.” 

No doubt you wil! add to this list ae cir- 
cumstances may suggest, but as it is, it is 
practical and will cost but à trifle. If you 
have these ready aids at. hand, you can close 
the door of your little cabinet feelimg that 
you are safe and secure and that, no matte- 
what unexpected accident happens, you will 
not have to waste time and energy searchin, 


for necessities at. a moment that in runs of

Has he tubercular 
tendencies? If he has pack up and move 
as soon as you can within walking dis- 
tance of the Graham school at Union 
avenue and Forty-fifth street, Chicago. 
If you can't do this get busy with the 
powers that be and induce those in au- 
thority to install more out of door rooms 
like those of Prof. William E. Watt in the schoolhouse 
nearest your residence. . 
First of all, if you happen to be in Chicago, take the 


stockyards branch of the south side elevated and visit 
the Graham school. Make up your mind you will see 


for yourself whether. Prof. Watt is crazy on the sub- 
ject of fresh air or whether you are a dozen or more 
years behind the times. 

Walk up the broad fireproof staircase of the splendid 
building typical of the advanced age in which we are 
living, and open the door of the principal’s private 
office. Tou will probably find him sipping a glass of 
cool milk—cool because everything about Prof. Watt 
except his own personality is cool—he may be eating 
some dry crackers or a sandwich with an apple for 
dessert. 

He will tell you that the fence around the building 
was nicely painted once, when to satisfy the property 
owners of the neighborhood it was erected, but that 
he considers muscle of more importance than paint, so 
he encourages the youngsters in their fence climbing 
feats. Poor little chaps, that fence is the only gym- 
nasium they have,” said Prof. Watt to the reporter 
who visited him recently, but we must get one thing 
at a time. Just now my principal object in life is tc 
educate these children in God's out of doors.

Out of Doors Brought Indoors. 


“Of course, we can’t set them down in a snow bank 
to learn their lessons, but we can bring the: out. of 


doors indoors, and by so doing can save some splendid 
men and women for, our country. The best way to 


escape tuberculosis is to prevent it. We can do this 
if we just take advantage of the pure fresh air which 
costs us nothing. We can save ourselves and the chil- 
@ren from tuberculosis by free use of the air, and no 
simpler way to kill the dread disease exists than to 


take it in by the wholesale.” 


Just then a rosy faced little girl entered the office 


and announced that it was time toring the tardy bell. 


According to Prof. Watt, the child was one of seven 


children who entered school in September in a seriously 
anzmic condition, pale and wan, with no energy or in- 


terest in anything. It was impossible to tell her from 
any of half a dozen of the normal children at recess 
time the day the visitor was present. She ran and 
jumped and played with vim equal to any lad in the 
schoolyard. 

Prof. Watt was in charge of the open air vacation 
school connected with the Harvard school last sum- 
mer, and as he was already known to be an open air 
enthusiast, permission was granted him by the board 
of education to open a number of rooms with entirely 
new air arrangements in the Graham school this winter. 
Mrs. Elia Flage Young, superintendent of Chicago 
schools, and Dr. W. A. Evans, commissioner of the 
board of health, both strong advocates of fresh air, 
have commended the new system and the board of 


education has allowed Prof. Watt to arrange for twenty. 


out of door rooms to be installed at once, 
„ 
Sheeting Replaces Window Panes. 


By out of doors, we mean that instead of window 
@lass a strong sheeting will be set into the window 


frames. A row of steam pipes runs around the room, 
but the principal advantage of these apparently is to 


satisfy the parents. 

In the assembly room, which opens on to the roof, 
several children were rehearsing for a musical, and 
doors and windows were wide open. In the rooms 
where the sheeting windows are used, forty-five boys 
and girls recited in alert fashion. The boys as well 
as the girls retain their hats and coats while in school, 
as the temperature is about the same as on the street. 

“Don’t the youngsters get numb with the cold, sit-

Visitor Soon Becomes Enthusiast. 

The visitor agreed to spend the morning and was 
soon 80 interested in the games, the exercises, and the 
gymnastic dancing that she wanted to throw her furs 
out of the window, that she might have freer action. 

“We are not looking for graceful dancers in our 

room,” said Miss Horner, We take gymnastic dancing 
for exercise, nothing more,” and forthwith she led the 
youngsters by pairs through the folk dances of Holland, 
Sweden, and Norway. Are you wondering what the 
teacher’s “assistant” was doing by this time? Let me 
tell you. While Miss Horner was furnishing music by 
means of triangle the assistant, minus overshoes, muff, 
and collarette, was skipping the light fantastic at the 
head of the line, with a lad, who, less than a year ago, 
Was sent home Denver to die. 
Six months before ‘he had tuberculosis and had gone 
to Denver as a last resort, He did not improve, and, 
fearing to die away from home, was allowed to return 
to Chicago. “No healthier looking child in the room 
than my little partner, and believe.me, he could dance 
some,” said the visitor later. “After a rest of five 
minutes the children gave an exhibition of Indian club 
and dumbbell exercises which I found interesting, but 
nothing ever convinced me as did the dancing. The 
happy children scampered out at the ringing of the 
recess dell, rolled in the snow, jumped over the fence, 
and used every one of their muscles as God intended 
they should when he put them on this earthly sphere, 
before he knew that modern civilization would shut 
them up in stuffy rooms, like beasts im a cage. 


* 
Shul- Ins to Be Pitied. 
“In walking back to Prof. Watt’s office I pitied the 
little folk in the closed rooms, bending over their 
deaks and wishing they could bring notes from home 


asking permission to be put in the open air rooms.” 
You see there is nothing compulsory about the open j 
air rooms, every child enters them by special: request 


of parents or guardians. As these latter individuals 
are naturally as wary of pneumonia, diphtheria, and 
colds as was the visitor at first, it will mean a series 
of personally conducted tours for months to come ere 
all the pupils find themselves inhabitants of the out of 
door indoor rooms. : 

In the Kindergarten room. the little boys and girls 
had cast aside their hats and caps for the games. Here, 


there, helterskelter they romped, singing and running, 
Corn ten feet high which they grew in their farm gar- 


dens on the prairie across from the schoolhouse deco- 
rated the room, giving it quite a festive appearance. 
Beans and seeds were collected last fall for the next 
year’s gardens, and the new crop will be from their 
own seed. 

“We use all the regular kindergarten materials,” 
said Prof. Watt, “but not just for the purpose of using 
it. Rather we use it for the purpose of develaping the 
child physically and morally. This leaves the teacher 
free to use as much time in the farm garden as she 
desires... In cold weather she is free to give the pupils 
their exercise in the open for the purpose of promoting 
circulation and to secure the vitality that is in the air. 


* 
Lesson Taught by Mme. Curie. 

“Mme. Curie's gift to the world is of tremendous 
value and importance. She has shown how the greatest 
forces in the universe abound in the air in such subfie 
and refined, form that our senses garnet take notice 
of them. The ordinary warming plant of. the school- 
house and the residence takes this energy out of the 
air, but the child or adult who exercises regularly in 
the open air gathers these forces fn his lungs and be- 
comes in a measure indefatigable.” 

Although this sounds like a fine spun theory, the 
physical and mental condition of the child proves its 
soundness. The children in the Graham schéol have 
the brightest eyes, the rosiest complexions, to be found 
in any school in any congested city district. 

“The labor of teaching open air pupils is greatly re- 
duced,” says Prof. Watt, “by reason of their mental 
alertness. Once telling is sufficient. They take in the 
meaning at the first contact and possess it afterward.” 

Miss Henriett Roos, a morning kindergartner at the 
Graham school, told of an experience with her pupils 
before the introduction of the out of door room. 

“Last year my room was a ‘closed’ one,” she said. 


“I had great difficulty in teaching a certain song, al- 


though I had taught it repeatedly to older classes. 
After several attempts I decided it was beyond them 
and gave it up. Soon afterward, the first open air 
kindergarten room was installed; and we moved in. Al- 
most at once I noticed a greater responsivetiess on the 
part of the children. The mental improvement was so 
marked that I again undertook to teach the little song, 
this time with success. The children found no diffi- 
culty in mastering it.”

Teachers Eager for the Change. 


Other teachers of the school have seen the effects of 
the open air rooms, and, although they are not all able 
to occupy them and conduct their classes there, they 


hasten to avail themselves of the privilege during 


recess and at the noon hour, eating their lunches there 


and exercising in a temperature not higher than 30. 
They also take a fifteen minute nap in thé kindergarten | 


room. 


ers wrap themselves in the rugs made by the manual 
training department, put veils around their heads, 
and sleep for a quarter of an hour, waking refreshed 
and ready for their afternoon duties. 

Prof. Watt defends his ideas by declaring that the 
grind of routine and repetition tn school differs trom 
the discipline of the school home atmosphere, and the 
fresh, pure air aids in the decrease of the crop of 
criminals, especially youthful bandits. It also is said 
to reduce divorce evil, by giving one’s mental faculties 
liberty to %perate unrestrainedly. Pure, fresh air 
cleans up @ cloudy brain, washes out evil thoughts, 
and freshens up the entire system, tn addition to tuning 
the heart strings anew into perfect harmony.

Soon ‘there were seme fifty dental colleges through- 
out the country. Over 96,000 dentists were practicing. 
Women, too, were beginning te tgke up the practice 
by this time. Like their Brether professional men, the 
physicians, they Were erewding each other for a 
place to practice im. gt 

Meanwhile men at the head of the profession had 
been studying. Advancement Ba@ @oomed the forcep. 
tor destruction of teeth could not aid humanity ulti- 
mately. The restorative process—‘filling teeth and 
bridging the recesses—was at best but a correction 
of the evils of the previous regime. Their brothers 
of the more time honored profession of medicine were 
saving lives. The medical profession had learned 
to twist the whims of nature to prolong life and fore- 


* stall the ravages of disease. 


So the students of the younger profession set about 
to give nature a helping hand. A new branch of the 
science was evolved. They called it “oral prophyg- 
laxis.” It was designed to save the teeth from decay. 
It was tried upon one patient, then another. Its 


effect quickly was seen, for decay was halted and the

So it was that this new branch of- the new sciente 
was evolved. For dentists had learned that the com- 
mon devices—brushcs, picks, flosses, and mouth washes 
—were inadequate in dislodging the destroyers. And 
furthermore, they learned how to prevent their lodg- 
ment on the teeth. 

First removing all the plaques which had adhered 
to the tooth surface and the margin under the gums, 
they polished highly all the surfaces, removing rough- 
ened spots and grooves in the enamel where stains 
are wont to accumulate. Thus—reverting to De. 
Dunn’s figure of the sailor—at once presenting a 
smooth surface on a sea devoid of any barren haven 
in which the foreign organisms might lodge, and 
aiding the people themsélves in their efforts to main- 
tain sanitation and cleanliness within the mouth. 

Dr. Truman W. Brophy,’ dean of the Chicago Dental 
college, who has been intensely interested in the pro- 
gress of the plan, discussing it the other day, sald: 

“Really, an educational campaign should be started 
to teach the people how to avoid irritation of the 
mucous membrane. They do not realize the danger 
to which they are subject.

_ Marked Improvement In Few Years. 
“The average father and mother do not know the 
importance of caring for the teeth of children. With. 


the work that we have started the children will be im- 


pressed with the importance of having their teeth 
‘eared for before they are lost by disease. Further- 
more, the importance of oral prophylaxis will be se 
thoroughly impressed upon the people that In a few 
years’ time a marked improvement will be found in 
the teeth of the youth of Chicago.” 

Dr. Brophy. cited the fact that out of 260,531 Chicago 
school children examined for physical defects 28,151 
were reported upon as suffering from 4@efective teeth, 
while of the total number some 45,000 were suffering 
from diseases directly attributable to diseased mouth 
conditions. | 

Out of. nineteen towns in northern. Germany, where 
9.725 children were examined, 95 per cent showed bac- 
terial plagues on their teeth. 
an equal average was found. 

In Strassburg, Germany, according to Dr. Brophy, 
the municipality has equipped an infirmary with five 


thoroughly educated dentists devoting their whole time - 5 


to the free care and treatment of school children suf- 
fering from dental diseases. Parents there are fe 
quired by law to submit their children to a dental ex- 
amination, whereupon, if necessary, free treatment ig 
given if the parents are unable to pay.

ME. BAMES recently announced her en- 


gagement. to Sig. Dmilio de Gogorza, and 
certain jurists who were forced to dip 
into psychology a year or so ago to find 
out whet a psycho-musical affinity really 
was, when Mme. De Gogorza brought 
suit against Mme. Eames for robbing her 
of the signor’s affections, doubtless have 
a clearer conception of the nature of these ethereal 
bonde than they ever had before. 

When Emma Eames divorced Julian Story, fhe artist, 
the court forbade him to marry again. When Mme. De 
Gogorza divorced the signor her divorce was also con- 
ditional amd he was not supposed to remarry.

Mme. Eamesj being temperamental, discovered that 
she could pot sing with the proper spirit when her 
husband was @bout, so she refused to allow him behind 
the scenes. It does not take much to throw people 
with hair trigger temperaments out of harmony you 
know, and the Storys soon learned that their psychic 


persons were not artistic affinities. Just for form they 


would travel back and forth from Europe on the same 
vessels, but when they got to Paris or returned to Mr. 
Story’s home in Philadelphia they invariably took up 
their establishments under different roofs.

Eames would go to a hotel and Mr. Story would seek 
the comfortable solitude of his studio.

Bames declared that that was 
impossible because she had purchased. them in Paris 
herself and was wearing them for the first time. The 
dealer in stones, however, assured her that he had 
imported them from Europe for Mr. Story and insisted 
upon his statement. At this juncture Mme. Bames con- 
ceived the idea that Mr. Story had had a replica of her 
jewels made for some other person and with proper 
discretion: became silent. She did not preserve her 
reticence, however, when she again encountered her 
artist spouse and a violent breach resulted.

The latest, perhaps not the last, ramification from the 
original Story-Eames romance is the engagement of 
Mme.

The foreman 
now says that he considers the conviction of Patrick 
a railroading to prison of an innocent man and says 
the indictment was brought only because Patrick had 
no opportunity of having his turn before the grand 
jury. 

Third, the defense of Patrick has the pétition of the 
American Medieo-Legal society and 800 members de- 
claring that Patrick was convicted on insufficient evi- 
dence. 


Fourth, Patrick's attorneys have submitted or will’ 


submit the deductions of Dr. William Smith, who has 
gathered the opinions of Europe's greatest anatomists 
to the effect that Patrick was convicted on circum- 
stantial evidence which was entirely erroneous.

Jones Quick to. Change Story. 

Witthaus reported an aveence of poison in the vis- 
sera of Rice, and a few days later the story of Jones 
was changed. He non swore that Patrick smothered 
thé old man with à pillow. When Jones was ques- 
toned about this statement it was changed again, and 
this time the old valet sworé that he had placed a 
towel containing a sponge with two ounces of chioro- 
form in it over the face of Rice while he was asleep. 
He said that half an hour after he placed the towel on 
the face of the sleeping man he returned to the room 
and found him dead, and the cone—the towel, he said, 
was rolled into that shape so that it might hold the 
saturated sponge and exclude all outside atmosphere

Recently, as a member of the Chicago 
Opera company, he sang Don José, the extremely high 
tenor role. Thus the slender young Italian who be- 
gan as a painter became a baritone and, in turn 
guided out of that voice, wound up as a tenor of fhe 
first rank. 

That isn’t all of Guardabassi’s versatile story. When 
he was a doy working at his easel he had visions of the 


Operatic stage, in which he pictured himself singing

he is singing the role and is accounted the particularly 
Drilliant artist in it.

The assembly hall is the meeting house of the vil- 
lage, a growth from the New England meeting house 
of the forefathers, Indeed there is a New England at- 
mosphere in Kenilworth, a pride, reserve, joyousness, 
solidity, and independence. Is it the influence of the 
surrounding beauties of nature and of art? Has the 
character of the people influenced the assembly hall, 
or has the assembly hall influenced the people? Prob- 
ably both, as all the wisdom and wit, mirth, frolic, and 
business has been discussed under its wide, overhang- 
ing soffets. Here the social affairs are held, the lec- 
tures, dramatics, musicals, and dances. The tone of the 
assembly hall is the universal tone. The more per- 
sonal and intimate buildings seem to réspond to its 
predilections. 

The desire to express the individual is the keynote 
of the serene and lovely effect. In taste and feeling 
Kenilworth harbors modest and reticent citizens. There 
is no display of wealth and power, no inordinate pride 
of success and life. Although millionaires have elected 
to live here, they are men who think more of good 
taste than the grandiose manifestations of riches that 
often cliaracterize the mansions of men of means. 
The fault With costly residences has been the failure 
of the architect to realize the absurdity of plucking up 
old world castles and replanting them on democratic 
shores in the midst of the traditions of a repubilc. 
No such fault or faflure is discovered in the village. 
Hach house is its own precedent. Each house is so re- 
lated to every other house that a sense of unity of de- 
sign permeates the néighborhood. The feeling of kin- 
ship does not end with the buildings. These in turn 
refer back to the forest growth from which they seem 
to have sprung, the fixed and formal lines of the for- 
mer flowing into the free and irregular lines of the lat- 
ter until art is lost in nature. Indeed, nature is here 
preéminent. 

Mr. Maher says of his own place: “I bought that 
tree. It’s the tallest on the north shore, and from that 
tree I built my house, never expecting to be able to 
build another.” The house seems to nestle comfortably 
into the shrubbery, exemplifying the owner's desire 
to live in communion with the green life of the woods.

Henry Wadsworth Longfellow must in 
childhood have been much like other nice 
little boys. He had brown hair, blue 
eyes, and rosy cheeks, and was the sun- 
shine of his home. He was neat and 
orderly, and wanted always to do right. 
He loved to fiy his kite, play ball, and 
swim. In the winter he was fond of 
snowballing, skating, and coasting, like 
other boys of old New England. But best 
of all he liked to play circus with his 
great wooden rocking horse. When he 
was 5 years old he was eager to march 
in an invasion of Canada.

to study are much alike, so that we can- 
not gain a fair Mea of the wonderful 
eradies made by some of the tiny artisans 
for their darling birdlings. Yet we can 
all of us see the daintiest of cradles 
which the warblers make out of finest 
grasses, from fibers and cottony plant 
down and place in the .shrubbery and 
shade trees near suburban homes, and 
the nests of the lively house wrens. The 
indigo bunting whose name has crept 
into another nursery lullaby also makes 
a nest which we may all find by search, 
though sometimes he puts it in prickly 
places, as for instance in the thistle plant. 
And the humming bird cradle, perilously 
poised on the tips of waving grasses, may 
reward our quest if we visit their haunts 
with our eyes open to fairy mysteries. 
The tiny toy nest of the humming bird 
swings high and dry in the sweet air 
close to plants which furnish cotton for 
its soft lining. 

Some of us may have seen the cradle 
of the Baltimore oriole, constructed loose- 
ly of Spanish moss and suited to the 
needs of the climate; in the southern 
states it is loosely woven, so that the

southern countries boast marvelous bird 
cradles, made by weavers and spinners, 
by basket makers and hammock makers, 
each bird using most careful skill in 
forming the little tree top nursery.

HE wishes of two pretty society girls, 
Misses Mayme and Minnie Cuneo, were 
dtrectly responsible for ome of the most 
unusual feats of house moving Chicago 
has ever known—the transposition of 

the big mansion, which till recently belonged 
to C. J. Wolff from its foundations on the cor- 
ner of Wilson avenue and Sheridan road, toa 
new resting place six blocks north to the 


southeast corner of Castlewood terrace and 


Sheridan road. 

When Mr. Cuneo bought the Wolff property 
with the Intention of erecting a ten Story 
hotel on it he was undecided what to do with 
the beautiful house veccupying the lot. It 
was not for him to decide; his daughters. 
after one short look at the large ballroom 
on the third floor and two short glances at 
the beautiful gold room on the lower floor, 
decided that the residence should not be torn 
down but that it should be theirs and moved 
to their property farther north.

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Selden Patent Still Holds. 

First reports regarding the decision of the 
New Tork Supreme court in the sult of 
George B. Selden and the Columbia Motor 
Car company against Henry Ford and others 
for alleged violation of the Selden patent 
seem to have been misconstrued by many 
Chicagoans, who were inclined to think the 
decision knocked out the Selden patent over 
which there has been such a long fight. 

Those who have had a chance to read the 
decision say that this is not so. Henry Ford 
won his point after waging a long legal bat- 
tle and spending a fortune in standing up for 
what he regards as his rights in the matter, 
but it would seem that the gist of the decision 
was that the Selden patent was sustained. 
Where the fine point comes in is that, not- 
withstanding this, Ford wins his suit because 
the court holds that he hag not infringed the 
Selden patent in manufacturing Ford cars. 

To the nontechnical motorist this may seem 
confusing, but according to the learned 
judges the Selden patent was granted on the 
Brayton principle, whereas the trade, as a 
whole, fits its care with motors of the Otto 

0. 

Splitting hairs, oné can draw compart- 
sons by likening the Brayton type of engine 
to a steam engine and the Otto type to a shot- 
gun,” says a Chicago tradesman. In other 
words, the Brayton, which was the engine 
idea adopted by Selden when he took off“his 
patent covering a combination of points used 
in making a complete motor car, is what & 
technically. known as a constant pressure 
engine, whereas the Otto is a constant vol- 
ume engine. In the constant pressure engine 
the expansion of gas is such that the pres- 
sure in the cylinders during the power stroke 
is theoretixally constant—it does not raise or 
lower much. The gas is burned tn such slow 
stages that the piston movement increases 
the space in the compression chamber rapidly 
enough to keep the pressure of the gas the 
same throughout the stroke. In other words, 


the mixture burns slowly and evenly, just as 
it does in a steam engine. 

“The constant volume type, which is al- 
most universally used, is likened to a shot- 
gun, in that it is one in which the mixture is 
exploded simultaneously instead of slowly, 80 
that the pressure is much greater at the be- 
ginning. of the stroke than at the end. Of 
course, all that is technioal talk, but it ex- 
plains the difference, ® my way of thinking. 
If Selden had adopted the Otto type, which 
he might just as well havé done, he would be 
in command. of the situation right now.” 

This litigation between the Seldenites and 
Ford has eontinued for several years anc 
since the decision of the New York court last 
Monday the Detroit manufacturer has come 
in for all gorts of praise for the successful 
fight which he put up. The Seldenites won 
a decision in Judge Hough's court a year ago 
which brought into the ranks of the A. L. A. 
M. many recruits until now it is estimated 
that 80 per cent of the American cars are 
manufactured by members of the licensed 
association. After the Hough decision Ford 
was forced to put up a bond of $350,000 in 
order to continue manufacturing care which 
has been returned to him 

There remains now only one more step for 
the A. L. A. M. totake. It is preparing a writ 
of certiorari, with a view to having the case 
go to the Supreme court of the United States. 
The patent, however, has only a little over 
a year more to run, and it may he the case 
will not get to the final hearing before the 
bell rings.
